Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen 

May  I  before  making  my  observation  of  the  contents  of  this  report,  apologise  for  its  tardy  appearance.  This 
has  been  due  to  an  illness  which  made  the  production  of  this  report  and  the  Atmospheric  Pollution  Report  a  very 
considerable  strain.  Both  reports  are  however  now  complete  and  the  Atmospheric  Pollution  report  will  be  in  your 
hands  very  shortly 

The  year  has  been  happily  uneventful  in  that  no  serious  epidemic  disease  has  afflicted  us.  The  Measles  though 
widespread  was  mild  and  there  was  no  fatality.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified,  this  being  the  eighth  year  in 
which  the  success  of  the  immunisation  scheme  has  been  so  well  shown,  and  should  make  it  even  more  urgent  a  neces¬ 
sity  that  every  parent  secures  for  their  children  this  invaluable  protection.  Although  our  figures  for  housing  con¬ 
struction  are  not  as  good  as  the  previous  year,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  housing  that  we  still  have  a  very 
substantial  lead,  particularly  so  when  it  is  considered  the  standard  quality  of  the  houses  we  have  built.  Conversion 
and  water  connections  will  increase  enormously  when  the  Eccleshall  extension  and  the  Eastern  Areas  supply 
scheme  is  complete  It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  number  of  people  having  mains  sanitation  and  piped  water 
supply  does  not  include  our  own  building  programme,  in  which  of  course,  this  is  an  essential.  Finally,  I  wish  I 
could  report  more  farms  in  our  area  producing  T.T.  milk,  but  no  doubt  as  our  water  schemes  come  into  being 
this  should  be  a  more  easy  task  for  the  farmer. 

I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Hawkes  and  his  staff  for  their  ever  willing  and  efficient  help,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  council  for  their  interest  and  support.

The  names  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are  set  out  in  page  1.  No  changes  have  taken 
place  during  the  year. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Analysis  of  Water  Supplies. 

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis 
is  56.  Details  are  as  follows : —

Included  in  the  above  are  samples  which  have  been  taken  from  the  various  Public  Water  Supplies  and 
Private  Supplies. 

During  the  year  23  premises  have  been  connected  to  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  water 
mains  where  the  existing  well  and  spring  supplies  have  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Progress  is  still  being 
maintained  in  providing  premises  with  a  piped  supply. 


ECCLESHALL  EXTENSION  SCHEME 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  Eccleshall  Water  Supply  Scheme  Extension 
which  embraces  the  villages  of  Aspley,  Slindon,  Sturbridge,  Sugnall,  Walk  Milk  Offley  Hay, 
Garmelow,  Whitley  Heath,  Wetwood  and  Fair  Oak.  By  extending  these  mains  the  majority  of  the  western  side 
of  the  Council’s  district  will  be  fairly  well  provided  with  a  piped  water  supply  with  the  exception  of  isolated 
farms  and  cottages. 

This  extension  scheme  is  purely  an  extension  of  the  main  scheme  for  this  area  which  was  installed  in 

1938. 


THE  EASTERN  AREAS  SUPPLY  SCHEME 

This  scheme  was  formally  commenced  by  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  during  the  Spring 
of  1950. 

When  this  scheme  is  completed  the  whole  of  the  Hilderstone  Road  to  Spot  Acre,  the  villages  of  Cross 
Gate,  Moss  Gate,  Fulford  and  Hilderstone  will  be  served. 

Efforts  are  being  made  by  the  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  to 
further  extend  the  mains  to  incorporate  the  hamlets  of  Sharpley  Heath,  Stone  Heath  and  Summerhill. 

SANDON  WATER  SUPPLY. 

A  scheme  has  now  been  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  Major  A.  H.  Waters  to  supply  the  village 
of  Sandon  with  a  piped  water  supply. 


MILWICH  WATER  SUPPLY 

Authority  has  now  been  received  from  the  Ministry  for  the  construction  of  the  10,000  gallons  reservoir 
at  Milwich.  The  work  has  been  commenced  and  has  now  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  the  fixing  of  the 
combined  washout  and  overflow  valve. 

The  work  can  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  valve  is  delivered  by  the  manufacturers. 

YARNFIELD  WATER  SUPPLY 

An  amended  scheme  based  on  the  proposal  approved  by  the  Council  has  now  been  prepared  by  the 
Staffs.  Potteries  Water  Board  for  submission  to  the  Ministry. 

On  the  1st  October,  1950  the  whole  of  the  water  undertakings  administered  by  the  Stone  Rural  District 
Council  passed  to  the  Staffs.  Potteries  Water  Board. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
BARLASTON  AND  TITTENSOR  SEWERAGE  SCHEME 

The  work  in  respect  of  the  individual  house  connections  at  Barlaston  and  Tittensor  has  now  been 
completed. 

As  a  result  of  this  scheme,  serious  nuisances  which  formally  existed  in  these  areas  have  now  been 

abated. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  properties  which  could  not  be  economically  served  by  the  General 
Sewerage  Scheme  this  area  is  now  adequately  sewered. 


MEIR  HEATH  SEWERAGE 

A  further  scheme  to  sewer  the  properties  on  the  east  side  of  Sandon  Road,  Meir  Heath  is  being  pre¬ 
pared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  as  a  result  of  complaints  concerning  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the 
drainage  facilities  in  this  vicinity.  The  scheme  in  question  will  serve  27  houses  including  8  houses  in  Grindley 
Lane. 

NORTON  BRIDGE 

The  sewering  of  the  village  of  Norton  Bridge  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval 
after  the  sewage  disposal  plant  had  been  modified  to  meet  the  suggestions  of  the  Ministry’s  Technical  Advisors. 

SAVERLEY  GREEN,  FULFORD  AND  YARNF1ELD. 

Schemes  have  now  been  prepared  for  the  sewering  of  the  above  mentioned  villages  and  these  proposals 
are  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  now  operate  four  refuse  vehicles  and  one  open  motor  lorry. 

One  of  these  refuse  vehicles  is  used  partly  for  the  collection  of  night  soil  from  the  township  of  Eccles- 
hall  which  was  previously  carried  out  by  Contract  and  the  remainder  of  the  vehicles  working  time  is  divided 
between  the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  that  of  household  refuse. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  with  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips 
and  since  my  last  report  the  low  lying  swampy  ground  in  front  of  the  Rough  Close  Sewage  Works  is  being 
used  for  tipping  purposes  and  as  a  result  a  considerable  area  of  land  will  be  reclaimed. 

During  the  year  steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  Council’s  programme  for  the  conversion  of 
earth  closets  into  water  closets.  Details  are  as  follows  : —

Camp  at  Kibblestone  and  the  Girls’  Training  Corps  Camp  at  Cotwalton. 

Cases  have  come  to  light  where  caravans  are  being  stationed  on  land  within  the  Rural  District  without 
authority. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  question  is  becoming  a  serious  problem,  and  one  which  will  have  to  be 
faced.  The  only  satisfactory  solution  would  appear  to  be  to  select  a  suitable  site  or  sites  which  could  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  all  the  amenities.  Such  sites  could  be  properly  controlled  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view 
and  at  the  same  time  prevent  the  unauthorised  siting  of  caravans  throughout  the  district. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  district.  This  bath  is  an  open  air  bath  situated  within  the 
Trentham  Gardens. 

The  water  is  satisfactory  for  drinking  and  bathing  purposes. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

Shops 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  it  has  not  been  possible  to  devote  the  time  which  one  would  have 
desired,  to  more  energetic  inspection  of  the  shops.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  possibility  of  a  further  inspector 
being  appointed,  this  work  will  be  dealt  with  fully. 

25  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

Offices 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading.  Three  premises  have  been  cleansed  as  a  result  of  infest¬ 
ation  with  fleas. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Slaughter  Houses 

As  reported  in  my  previous  annual  report  all  animals,  the  food  of  which  is  intended  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  are  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Central  Slaughter  House  at  Stone.  Meat  Inspection,  there¬ 
fore,  is  carried  out  by  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Stone. 

Knacker  Yards 

There  are  three  licensed  Knacker  Yards  still  in  operation  within  the  district. 

Bakehouses 

Five  Bakehouses  (other  than  basement  bakehouses)  are  being  operated  within  the  district.  Ten  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  carried  out.  All  premises  comply  with  the  Factories  Act.  1937  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938. 

Ice  Cream 

During  the  year,  8  premises  have  been  registered  for  the  sale  of  prepacked  ice  cream  only. 

Further  samples  of  ice  cream  have  been  taken  from  time  to  time,  the  majority  of  which  have  proved  to 
be  satisfactory. 

There  is  still  only  one  factory  within  the  district  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured  for  consumption 
in  other  districts. 

Petroleum  Acts 

During  the  past  year  66  Petroleum  Licences  were  issued.  These  licences  represent  a  total  capacity  of 
60,214  gallons. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

A  separate  report  is  being  prepared  in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  area.
